INCOME TAX DODGER 
PENALIZED $10,600 


J. W. Cohn Pays $24,000 in 
All, Including Fine, to 
Settle Case.

Julius W. Cohn, president of the 
National Feed Co., with offices in 
the Merchants’ Exchange Building, 
was fined $250 by Federal Judge 
Davis today for income tax eva- 
sion, after a showing that he had 
paid the Government $24,537.03, 
representing $14,147.32 Federal 
income tax and $10,389.71 in pen- 
alties and interest for the year 
1926. 

The fine was imposed after Cohn 
had entered a plea of nolo con- 
tendere, or “no contest,” to an in- 
dictment charging evasion of in- 
come tax. A second indictment 
charging perjury was dismissed by 
the Government. 

Assistant United States Attorney 
Claude M. Crookstold the Court 
that Cohn had agreed on a settle- 
ment of the tax assessment and 
that the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue at Washington had rec- 
ommended dismissal of the 
charges, adding that Attorney-Gen- 
eral Mitchell had directed that the 
case be disposed of in court. 

“In view of the fact that the 
Government has compromised the 
case on the civil side, the court will 
fine you $250,” Judge Davis said. 
The maximum penalty for income 
tax evasion is five years’ imprison- 
ment, a $10,000 fine or both. 
Cohn had been under $10,000 
bond since last January when the 
charges were made against him. It 
was alleged that in his return for 
1926 he listed income as $17,500, 
less $1396 taxes paid and $10,000 
loss in “worthless” stock of the 
National Feed Co. After claiming 
exemption as head of a family, 
and other exemptions, no taxable 
income remained. 

On the other hand, the Govern- 
ment held that his net income 
was $123,775, and that the stock 
was worth more than he paid for 
it in 1913. The Government claimed 
a tax of $14,147, which was in- 
creased by penalties and interest to 
the amount of the settlement, 
The disposition of the case was 
in line with the practice of the 
Government which has consistent- 
ly dropped such prosecutions after 
effecting a civil settlement, There 
has been only one trial here for 
income tax evasion and that re- 
sulted in a conviction. 
Cohn resides at the Senate 
Apartments, 265 Union boulevard.

| GENEVA, Sept. 12.—The League 


of Nations council today decided 
the last remaining defense force 
of French and Belgian troops 
should be withdrawn from the Saar 
district within the next three 
months. 

The action was taken on recom- 
mendation of Senator Scialoja of 
Italy, head of the Italian delega- 
tion since the departure of foreign 
Minister Grandi. Scialoja con- 
ferred with Foreign Minister Bri- 
and of France and Curtius of 
Germany on tne matter. 

The contention of

district. Curtius insisted the troops 
were no longer needed. When the 
Saar commission agreed to guar- 
antee the security of: the railways 
Briand yielded to the German re- 
quest. 

The Council also voted to in- 
crease the number of World Court 
Judges from 11 to 15, to increase 
the salaries of the judges, and to 
allow pensions to the personnel of 
the Court after next January.

Naval Holiday Predicted. 

Settlement of Franco-Italian na- 
val tonnage difficulties at least by 
a long naval holiday was predict- 
ed by persons in authoriy at the 
Assembly today. It was said that 
the absence of the Italian Foreign 
Minister Grandi, who took his de- 
parture suddenly on Wednesday, 
had something to do with bartering 
over the Tunis and Tripoli ques- 
tions that have been engaging at- 
tention here. It was understood 
On good authority that some sort 
of definite offer had been made by 
either France or Italy and that a 
definite reply could be expected 
shortly. That a long naval holi- 
day may be the accepted solution 
ee: the opinion put forth. 

onversations on naval affairs 
have progressed to a certain point 
within the last few day since Au- 
gusto Rosso and Rene Massigli, 
Italian and French experts, respec- 
tively, have been in contact. Naval 
matters, however, are largely de- 
pendent upon the securing of a po- 
litical accor. on the Mediterranean 
and North African questions. 

Points in Dispute. 

The status of Italian subjects in 
Tunis and [taly’s desire for more 
territory in North Africa to com- 
pensate for promises’ given her 
when she entered the World War 
on the side of the allies are among 
the most important of all the po- 
litical questions to be solved. 

The French have contended that 
Italian subjects in Tunis should 
eventually be naturalized, while 
Italy wants them and their children 
and their childrens’ children to re- 
main Italians, the territorial ques- 
tion, it is asserted, will be easier of 
adjustment. France is said to be 
willing to make a good many con- 
cessions in return for a treaty of 
mutual guaranty and security in 
the Mediterranean. 

In French opinion once these 
political questions are out of the 
way, solution of the naval parity 
problem will be comparatively sim- 
ple and ‘based on the fact that 
the Mediterranean then would be 
out of naval politics.. On the oth- 
er hand, with the final meeting 
of the preparatory disarmament 
commission set for November, 
some provisional settlement must 
be reached if the League’s world 
disarmament conference is to be 
called for next year. 

It is here that a proposal for a 
naval holiday enters in. Both coun- 
tries, spurred perhaps by British 
Foreign Secretary Arthur Hender- 
son’s bold demand for action, hope 
that results will be obtained short- 
ly but if full agreement cannot 
be reached it has been suggested 
to both France and Italy that a 
long naval holiday, based on the 
status quo, with perhaps necessary 
replacements provided for, would 
be a compromise solution. It is 
understood that this proposal has 
received serious attention. 

Cuban Praises U. 8. of Europe. 

Oreste Ferrara, Cuban Ambassa- 
dor at Washington, told the As- 
sembly in an address today that 
American countries are “profound. 
ly and favorably interested in the 
success of a scheme for economic 
co-operation among European 
countries.” 

Pointing out that American 
states, particularly those which

ROBBERS GET 
$15,000 IN 
MADISON, ILL., 
BANK HOLDUP 


First National Raided by 
Three Men During Noon 
Hour, Leader Leaping 
Over 7-Foot Partition In- 
to Cage. 


CASHIER FORCED TO 
PUT MONEY IN BAG 


He and Woman Bookkeeper 
Then Are Compelled to 
Lie on Floor—Band Es- 
capes in Auto With Mis- 
souri License. 


The First National Bank of Mad- 
ison, lll., was held up and robbed 
of about $15,000 in cash today by 
three men, who escaped in an auto- 
mobile. 

Clint O. Naumer, cashier of the 
bank, and Miss Margaret Brown, 
bookkeeper, were alore in the bank 
when the robbers entered, at 12:15 
p. m. The leader compelled Nau- 
mer to fill a cloth sack with cur- 
rency from the safe and cash 
drawer. 

Although witnesses saw three 
men run from the bank and join 
a fourth man who was waiting in 
an automobiie, Naumer_ said he 
saw but two of the robbers. 

“I was in the cage at the teller’s 
window and Miss Brown was 
working at an adding machine 
nearby when I saw a young man 
walk into the bank,” the cashier 
said. “I thought he was a cus- 
tomer until he stopped in the cen- 
ter of the floor, threw open his 
coat and drew a revolver, like’ a 
moving picture cowboy. 

“This is a stick up; put ’em up,’ 
he said, breaking into a string of 
profanity. Miss Brown and I 
raised our hands and he ordered 
us to lie on the floor. Then he 
vaulted over the seven-foot par- 
tition. From the floor I saw an- 
other man, with a handkerchief 
tied over his face, standing outside 
the cage, 

“The man seemed to be swear- 
ing constantly during the five min- 
utes he was in the cage, except 
when he was giving me orders. He 
asked me if there was any money 
in the vault and I replied that 
there was. He told me to open the 
safe and I worked the combina- 
tion. Then he handed me a white 
cloth sack and told me to put the 
money in it and I obeyed him. 

“After I had put the currency 
from the safe into the sack he made 
me carry it to the cash drawer and 
put in the bills that were there. 
Then he took the sack and said: 
‘Now lie down on the floor and stay 
there for 10 minutes.’ 

“He walked out through the gate 
of the cage, which opens from the 
inside. I waited until I heard the 
automobile start outside and then 
I telephoned the police.” 

Witnesses saw three men run 
from the bank and climb into an 
automobile which moved west on 
Fourth street to State street and 
north toward Granite City. They 
noted a Missouri license number 
which, according to records, had 
been issued to a Webster Groves 
salesman. Presumably the car had 
been stolen. 

Three plasterers, who sat on a 
curbsfone opposite the bank eating 
their lunches, saw the three men 
entér the bank but suspected noth- 
ing. When the robbers ran out, 
one holding a handkerchief to his 
face, the workmen. realized the 
bank ‘had been held up. 

The Madison bank, of which A. 
W. Baltz is president, has ‘four em- 
ployes, but two of them were out 
for lunch. Cashier Naumer said 
the bank’s insurance covered the 
loss. 

In March, 1928, Elmer G. Baltz, 
cashier of the Madison bank and 
cousin of the president, was ‘shot 
to death in a pistol fight with five 
robbers who held him up in front 
of the Madison postoffice and es- 
caped with a money shipment of 
$23,500. Carl Fiorita and Henry 
Etzel, St. Louis gangsters, were 
tried and sentenced to 50 years in 
prison for the murder.

An airplane piloted by the Rev. 
Peter Barabino, pastor of St. Am- 
brosius’ Catholic Church, 5130 Wil- 
son avenue, crashed today at St. 
James (Mo.) airport, slightly in- 
juring the pastor and breaking a 
passenger’s neck. 

The passenger was Michael Ver- 
gano, 23 years old, a stone mason, 
5471 Dempsey avenue.

He kept 
the ship at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field, where he and Vergano took

UNIVERSITY CITY BOARD 
DIVIDED OVER STATUES 


Aldermen in Quandary Over 
Figures in Council Chamber 
—aArtists to Decide. 


The fate of 16 plaster statues of 
the typical American woman of 
1903, now adornirg the new Alder- 


manic Chamber in the City Hall of 
University City, is in the balance. 

After the Aldermen had failed to 
agree last night on the disposition 
of the figures, Mayor Ruth an- 
nounced he would appoint four art- 
ists who will rule whether the 
statues are to remain in the Coun- 
cil Chamber or be removed. 

The building now serving as the 
City Hall was formerly the Wom- 
an’s Magazine Building, an octag- 
onal structure of unusual design. 
The present Aldermanic Chamber 
was formerly used as an assembly 
room by E. G. Lewis, founder of 
University City, in exploiting his 
women’s publications. 

The figures, which are identical, 
are of life size, and represent a hat- 
less woman in long skirt and shirt- 
waist, holding a bunch of roses, The 
flowers are illuminated by con- 
ceaJed electric’ lights. 

At Wednesday night's meeting 
Alderroan Arthur E. Ebbs, vice 
president of the Swope Shoe Co., 
suggested that the statues were not 
proper decorations for an Alder- 
manic Chamber, and declared they 
were troubling him.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 13.-— 


An audit of the earnings and prop- 
erty. accounts of the Union Electric 
Light and Power Co. of 8t. Louis 
was completed today by account- 
ants of the Missouri Public Service 
Commission. It shows the com- 
pany, on the investment cost basis 
of valuation that was used, is earn- 
ing considerably more than the 
commission has held to be a rea- 
sonable return for a public utility, 


and if approved by the commission 
apparently would justify some re- 
duction of electric rates in St. 
Louis. 

The investigation, made by the 
commission at the instance of the 
city of St. Louis, required more 
than two years and covered a pe- 
riod of 13% years of operation in 
which the c:mpany virtually was 
self-regulated, because its steadily 
mounting valuation, operating ex- 
penses and income had not been 
checked by the commission in that 
period. Hearings will be held. on 
the audit before the commission 
acts on it. 

What City Claimed and What It Got 


The audit resulted from rate re- 
ductions made by the company vt 
the suggestion of the commission 
after the commission learned from 
financial reports that the compa- 
ny’s 1927 earnings increased nearly 
$1,000,000 over those of the preced- 
ing year. The reduction amountcd 
to approximately $600,000 a year 
for the larger electric customers 
and a reduction of about $100,000 
a year was made in steam-heating 
rates. Residence electric rates in 
St. Louis were not reduced. 


After the reductions became ef- 
fective City Counselor Muench filed 
a motion for a commission audit, 
contending the rate reductions 
shceuld have been at least $1,400,- 
000 @ year. 

Earned 11.26 Per Cent in Year. 


A formal finding as to the return 
being earned by the company was 
not made by the accountants in 
their report, Analysis of the re- 
port, reliably confirmed, discloses 
the company earned in 8t. Louls a 
return of 11.26 per cent during the 
year ending June 30, 1929, on the 
investment value found by the ac- 
countants, plus a customary pcr- 
lcentage allowance for going valve. 
On the same basis the company 
earned a return of 10.8 per cent on 
‘the investment value found for all 
of its operating property in Mis- 
sourl.

MESSINA, Italy, Sept. 12.—The 
people of Messina, Stromboli and 
Lipari today turned anxious eyes 
toward the Stromboli volcano. 

The 3000 residents of Stromboli 
Island slept last night in the open 
under tents provided by Gov- 
ernment ships sent to them after| @ 
yesterday's eruption and violent) 
earthquake shock. Three thousaud 
feet above them was the volcano. 

All of the Aeolian Islands were 
affected by the earthquake, but 
only the cireular island of Strom- 
boli suffered from the volcanic 
disturbance. 
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Two torpedo boats came from [NTENT upon proving that drinks without 


Stromboli shortly before midnight, 
bringing one badly injured person, 
reporting four dead at Ginostra, 
one woman missing and nine resi- 
dents injured. 

. Many fires started by the vol- 
cano were extinguished by firemen 
landed from the warships. 

Stromboli was the heaviest loser 
from the eruption. Aside from 
the fatalities, three villages were 
partly destroyed and acres of fer- 
tile land laid waste. That more 
lives were not lost was due to the 
warning which the volcano gave to 
the inhabitants. : 

The double catastrophe came at 
a bad time for the Stromboli grape 
growers, who had been nursing 
their choicest product for National 
Grape day, on Sept. 28. The lava, 
instead of going down to the sea, 
spread over the city of Stromboli 
and surrounding countryside un- 
til there was little left of the grape 
crop. 

The lesson which the authori- 
ties learned on July 23 in the 
Apennines was applied promptly to 
Stromboli at the first warning. The 
speedy dispatch of four destroyers 
and four torpedo boats, together 
with mine layers and the coast 
steamer Rolando, laden with tents 
and other supplies, averted serious 
inconvenience and possible suffer- 
ing to the inhabitants. 

Investigators found that the 
volcano opened at its base. While 
the cone was blown off and burn- 
ing rocks were shot from the 
crater an opening forced through 
the earth at the base poured out 
lava and burning sand, which 
reached the villages before the 
lava from the cone. 


Japanese Volcano Throws Ashes on 


Resort Town. 
By the Associated Press. 
TOKIO, Sept. 12.—Asama, Ja- 


pan’s most active volcano, erupted 
violently today, sending a shower 
of ashes and small stones on Kar- 
ulzawa, the small town nearby 
noted as a summer resort and 
meeting place of missjonaries. 
Villages nearer the mountain 
were subjected to a hail of falling 
stones which damaged roofs. 
Ashes damaged crops. Flying fire 
ignited the woods near the moun- 
tain’s base.

Depreciation Reserve $10,000,000. 

Depreciation credits set up by the 
Union Electric in the 13% years 
total $17,936,531. Charges against 
the reserve for property retired 
totaled $7,467,289, leaving a bal- 
ance of $10,469,241 in the deprecia- 
tion reserve on June 80, 1929. 

In seeking a further rate reduc- 
tion the city contended the com- 
pany had “minimized and _  dis- 
guised its net profits by the in- 
clusion in operating expenses of an 
unjustifiable increase in its annual 
depreciation allowance.”’ 

The investment value of mate- 
rials and supplies on hand was 
fixed at $1,026,084, of which $818,- 
435 was apportioned to St. Louis. 
The allowance for cash working 
capital was fixed at $1,640,827, of 
which $1,116,644 was apportioned 
to St. Louis operations. This al- 
lowance amounted to one-eighth of 
the annual operating expenses. It 
is made in valuation to enable a 
utility to keep its credit unim- 
paired, to take advantage of favor- 
able market conditions to pur- 
chase supplies, and to obtain cash 
discounts. 

The findings of accountants for 
investment cost of fixed physical 
property, materials and supplies 
and working capital totaled $57,- 
111,696 for the Missouri! plant, of 
which $41,894,221 was for St. 
Louis. 

Where the Revenue Went. 
For the year ending June 30, 
1929, the operating revenues of the 
Missouri plant totaled $20,310,858, 
Deduction of $11,981,142 for op- 
erating expenses and $1,545,500 for 
the depreciation reserve left a net 
operating revenue of $6,784,216 
available for return. 


For St. Louis only, operating rev- 
enues totaled $14,414,499, from 
which was deducted $8,503,365 in 
Operating expenses and $1,869,084 
for depreciation, leaving $5,142,048 
available for return on the St, Louis 
property. 

The accountants did not make an 
allowance for gdéing value, which is 
fixed by the commission. The al- 
lowances in such cases usually vary 
from 5 to 10 per cent of the physi- 
cal property. Using the larger al- 
lowance the investment theory val- 
uation of the St. Louis property 
would be about $45,894,000, on 
which the net income available 
amounted to a return of 11.2 per 
cent. The valuation of the entire 
Missouri operating property would 
be about $62,511,000, on which the 
net income available for the Mis- 
sour! plant would be 10.8 per cent 
for the year ending June 30, 1929. 
The company’s annual report for 
1929 placed the rate base value of 
{ts property at $70,068,000, which 
included about $4,300,000 expended 
in 1929 on the Osage River hydro- 
electric project, under construction 
near Bagnell, Mo. The commission 
does not permit inclusion of pro- 
posed improvements in the rate 
base until they are completed and 
in service. 

Subsidiary Companies, 

The company’s assets included 
$31,642,718 in investments in se- 
curities of 16 subsidiary and affil- 
lated companies on June 30, 1929, 
which are not in the investment 
cost value found for the Union 
Electric operating property by the 
accountants. Someof these subsid- 
laries in turn control other utili- 
ties. The Union Electric is con- 
trolled by the North American Co., 
through an intermediate holding 
company, the North American Ed-

In the year ending June 30, 
1929, the Union Electric Co. pur- 
chased 91 per cent of the electric 
energy it sold in St. Louis and the 
rest of its Missouri territory from 
these two subsidiaries. 

During the year ending June 30, 
1929, the Union Electric received a 
non-operating profit of $1,954,484 
derived chiefly from dividends 
from the various subsidiary com- 
panies. During that period earn- 
ings of the Keokuk plant. were 
estimated by the accountants as 
equivalent to a return of 10.38 per 
cent. Union of Missouri owns 99 
per cent of the Mississippi River 
Power Co. stock. 

For the same period earnings of 
the Union Electric of Illinois ap- 
plicable to dividends on the com- 
mon stock, all owned by the Union 
Electric of Missouri, amounted to 
22.4 per cent, the accountants 
stated. The accountants found 
Union of Illinois had paid annually 
dividends of 12 per cent on its 
common since the company began 
operating, and earnings during 
that period that were applicable 
to the common stock had aver- 
aged 19 per cent. 


Since 1923 the Union Electric 
has paid annual dividends on its 
Own common stock that were said 
by the accountants to vary. from 
12 to 13.6 per cent, based on values 
at which the _ stock was issued. 
There wags $30,000,000 in common 
stock outstanding on June 30, 1929, 
and $13,000,000 in preferred stock, 
of which $9,000,000 pays 7 per 
cent dividends and the remainder 
6 per cént. Outstanding bonds and 
other securities on June 30, 1929, 
totaled $32,650,000. 

However, should the audit re- 
sult in a rate reduction order or 
rate contest the Union Electric is 
not likely to contend for reproduc- 
tion new, less depreciation, if its 
executives adhere to past declara- 
tions that the cOmpany was op- 
posed to this method of valuation 
for rate making.

“inexcusable policy,” the resolu- 
tion said the Missouri reformatory 
“has apparently pursued a policy 
of giving unguarded liberty within 
our midst to inmates whose past 
records of atrocities indicates them 
to be potential murderers.” 

The resolution asked Gov. Caul- 
field to issue instructions that no 
“unguarded liberties whatever” be 
allowed Missouri reformatory in- 
mates. 3 

Frank B. Jones. chairman of the 
State penal board, said Vriski’s 
past record was such that he 
should have been confined in the 
penitentiary. 

Vriski was back in the peniten- 
tiary here after being secretly tak- 
en to Fayette, in Howard County, 
for arraignment. He waived 4 
preliminary hearing and was held 
without bond under a first degree 
murder charge, 

The information under which 
Vriski will be tried will be filed 
Monday in Howard County by A. 
B. Lovan, Assistant Attorney-Gen- 
eral assigned to the prosecution, 
who will ask Judge A. M. Walker 
to set the trial for an early date. 

Vriski insists he does not remem- 
ber any details of his escape or 
the murder. He has not seen any 
attorney or members of his fam- 
ily but prison officials have Or- 
dered that they be permitted to see 
him if they wish.

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50-Year Study of Women

In Gainful Occupations 


In 1920 Members of Sex Comprised Fifth of 
Total Working Population, United States 
Census Bureau Reports. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 12.—A 50- 
year study of women in gainful oc- 
cupations, from 1870 to 1920, was 
published today by the United 
States Census Bureau as a back- 
ground for 1930 census observa- 
tions on woman’s status. Dr. Jo- 
seph A. Hill, a:sistant to the Census 
Director, is author of the mono- 
graph. 

A foreword by Seymour L. An- 
drew sets forth: “Whatever opin- 
ions may be held as to the proper 
sphere of women, the fact is that, 
to a considerable extent, woman's 
place .oday is no longer in _ the 
home.” Andrew commends Dr. Hill 
for “refraining from excursions in- 
to realms of speculation” and mak- 
ing “no moralizations as to the pre- 
sumed effett on home .ife of the 
participation of women in gainful 
occupations.”’ : 

In 1920, Dr. Hill found 24 per 
cent of all women were engaged in 
gainful occupations and women 
comprised 20 per cent of the tota) 
workin, population. One married 
woman in 11 was working for a 
wage ind two of every nine women 
at work were married. Of unmar- 
ried women, 48.6 per cent were 
earning i10ney. 

A special study of married women 
in 11 cities is included in the mono- 


graph to answer the question, “Do 
gainfully employed married women 
have a normal home life?” | 

It found that in these cities, Fall 
River, Mass., Providence, R. L, 
Rochester, N. Y., Paterson, N. J., 
Cincinnati, O., Indianapolis, Ind., 
St. Paul, Minn., Kansas City, Mo., 
Atlanta, Ga., Louisville, Ky., and 
New Orleans, La., 37.6 per cent of 
the married wémen engaged in 
gainful occupations were not living 
with their husbands in homes of 
their won, but were either boarders 
or lodgers. 

“If the normal home life for a 
married woman be defined as liv- 
ing with her husband in a home of 
her own, then somewhat more 
than one-third of these married 
women gainfully employed did not 
have a normal home life,” is Dr. 
Hill’s conclusion. 

In the 50-year period, Dr. Hill 
finds, women school teachers  in- 
creased from 87,047 to 652,500, 
partly accounted for by replace- 
ment of men by women. He notes 
decided decreases in the number 
of women employed as servants, 
dressmakers, laundresses, milliners, 
tailors and boarding and lodging 
house keepers. 

“Women are-not leaving the oc- 
cupation so much as the occupa- 
tion is leaving them,” he says of

BROWN TO PROPOSE 
LETTER RATE INGREASE 


Says Each Class of Postal Serv- 
ice Should Pay Ys 
Own Cost. 


. 


By the Associated Press. . 
DETROIT, ‘ Mich., Sept. 12.— 
Postmaster-General Brown said last 
night he would recommend an in- 
crease in first-class postage at the 
next session of Congress, 
Addressing the National Associa- 


tion of Postmasters, Brown said 
one-half cent more an ounce on 
sealed letters and “minor changes 
contemplated in the rest of our 
rate structure,” would “wipe out 
our present strictly postal deficit 
and balance our budget.” 

He added that if Congress could 
then be persuaded to “adhere to 
the rule laid down by the found- 
ers of our Government that ade- 
quate postal revenues must be pro- 
vided by law before additional 
charges against the service may be 
incurred,” the result wou.% be a 
solving of the postal deficit prob- 
lem “for all time.” 

‘There is no more logic and jus- 
tification in asking the Government 
to transport your private mail for 
less than cost than there would be 
in asking an electric light company 
to light your house, or a telephone 
company to furnish you with long 
distance service, for less than 
cost,"” said Brown, 

He laid down the rule that each 
class of service should pay the en- 
tire cost directly attributable to 
that service. 

Since 1916, he said, the second 
class mail rate has increased 82 
per cent, third class 21 per cent, 
and parcels post 10 per cent, but 
the present first-class rate has been 
in effect since 1885 except for a 
brief period during the World War. 

Comparatively speaking, he said, 
the 2-cent rate of 1885 is equiva- 
lent to 7 cents today. 

He spoke again of the “needless 
and burdensome expense’ and ex- 
pressed hope that the next Con- 
gress would further extend the 
Postoffice construction program.

The Law on Street Advertising. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: ‘ 
ROM time to time in this column, I 


find the question raised pertaining 
to using light posfs, etc., for advertising 
purposes. The question of legality is fre- 
quently asked but it seems that this 
point of law has never been answered. 

I am pleased to give some information 
that will probably answer these qués- 
tions. One ig a United States Supreme 
Court decision and the other a State of 
Missouri Supreme Court decision. It is 
very doubtful if the street car company 
has the right to carry advertising on the 
outside of its cars or the bus company 
to carry advertising on the outside of its 
busses. 

The courts have in practically every 
case held that advertising on street 
cars or busses would be of no value if 
they were not placed upon the thorough- 
fare and that it is really the thorough- 
fares that are being sold. ' 

The matter of the use of public prop- 
erty for private purposes, such as ad- 
vertising, has been well explained in a 
case which came up before the United 
States Supreme Court about 1911 or 
1912. (Fifth Avenue Coach Co. versus 
City of New York.) 

This case started in the New York 
courts about 1907 when an injunction 
was obtained by the City of New York 
against the Fifth Avenue Coach Co. 
against carrying outside signs on its 
equipment. Injunction was granted and 
the coach company carried the case all 
the way to the United States Supreme 
Courts on the ground that it was being 
deprived of the use of its own property 
without due process of law. 

When the United States Court upheld 
the State of New York it particularly 
‘referred to a case which had previously 
been decided in the Missouri Supreme 
Court. Belt, ex rel versus State of Mis- 
sour! (or City of St. Louis). 

About 30 years ago a man by the name 
of Belt made a contract with the city 
of St. Louis to furnish free _ trash 
boxes, and on the outside of these boxes, 
which were to be placed on street 
corners, Belt intended selling advertising 
signs; paying to the city a certain pro 
rata of his. receipts for the  priv- 
jlege. Belt tried to force the city to 
live up to its part of the contract and 
this case was the result. The Supreme 
Court decided that the city did not have 
any right to make such a contract as it 
was against public policy, and that the 
use of public property for such a pur- 
pose was contrary to State constitutional 
law, that is the use of public property 
for a private purpose and a private gain.

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SHAMEFUL POLITICAL COWARDICE. 

The issue between the Republicans and Democrats 
in Missouri elections this year is the capture of the 
offices. Both parties have followed expediency in 
their platforms and subordinated public to party in- 
terests to a shameful degree. Both exalted principles 
in the preamble and deserted them in the body of the 
platform. 7 

The Democrats are worse than the Republicans. 
We have pointed out the shameful cowardice of the 
Republican convention in praising its official delin- 
quents in connection with the Young scandal, and 
the scarcely less shameful evasion of the issue by 
the Democratic convention. Instead of denouncing 
the delinquents the Democrats mildly deprecated in 
general terms the offenses of the officials of its party 
opponents without mentioning names or the specific 
offenses. They tapped the offenders on the wrist. 

We have pointed out the cowardice of both parties 
in utterly ignoring the biggest issue in the country, 
fraught with more evil consequences and menace to 
democratic institutions and orderly society than any 
other. The Republicans competed with the Democrats 
by evading the prohibition issue, but the Democrats 
added jackassininity to cowardice. 3 

The prohibition issue is essentially a Democratic 
issue because it involves the principles of constitu- 
tional government, in defense of which the Demo- 
cratic party was founded and upon which it has stood 
when it has stood for anything. It involves the 
principle of local self-government, state reserved pow- 
ers and rights, individual liberty and the constitu- 


tional limitation of Federal power to restricted Fed- 


eral jurisdiction. 
When the Democratic party deserts these princi- 


ples by ignoring them, thus practically countenancing 
and approving their violation by the Government, it 
has no further mission in American political life. It 
pulls down its standard and abandons constitutional 
free government to the attacks of its opponents. It 
sacrifices principles to expediency, to the mere com- 
petition for offices. 

The Democratic party of Missouri is afraid to de 
fend the constitutional guarantees of state and indi- 
vidual rights. It is afraid to defend local self-gov- 
ernment, which is the bulwark of liberty. It is afraid 
to defend the rights of the states against Federal 
usurpation. It is afraid to defend the inherent and 
constitutional rights and liberties of individuals. It 
is afraid to denounce the violation of these principles. 
It is afraid to point out the disastrous consequences 
which have flowed from the violation of these prin- 
ciples and rights. 

The Democratic party of the State is now not even 
an opposition party worthy of the name. 

In bidding for the offices while ignoring the big- 
gest issue and deserting Democratic principles, the 
Democrats have done the one thing that is likely to 
deprive them of success. They are depending upon 
hard times and unemployment to pull them through 
without taking a stand on any issue that might of- 
fend any voter. But in dodging the prohibition is- 
sue to avoid offense to the drys, the Democrats are 
likely to offend the antiprohibition voters, whose sup- 
port is necessary to Democratic success in the State. 
Their dodge is a fool’s dodge. 

The majority of Missouri voters are against pro- 

hibition. In the Literary Digest poll St. Louis voted 
eight to one against enforcement; that is, against the 
prohibition laws as they stand. The majority for re- 
peal wag nearly two to one against all other votes, 
both for modification and enforcement. In 27 cities 
of Missouri the antiprohibition vote was 73,417, 
against 20,008 for the enforcement of the laws as they 
stand. In Missouri as a whole only 45,011 voted for 
enforcement, while 34,609 voted for modification and 
62,667 for repeal. The total] repeal and modification 
vote was 97,276—more than two to one against the 
dry laws. 
In order to assure success it is necessary for the 
Democrats to break down the Republican majority in 
St. Louis. This majority in normal times reaches 
from 40,000 to 45,000, enough to overcome the nor- 
mal Democratic majority in the State. Senator Reed 
was elected by Republican antiprohibition votes, 
chiefly in St. Louis. Senator Hawes obtained his 
majority through the support of the Republican anti- 
prohibition votes, also chiefly in St. Louis. There is 
not a plank in the Democratic platform which would 
attract the vote of any Republican, 

The two major parties have earned the contempt 
of citizens. ‘Neither offers them anything worth vot- 
ing for. There is nothing left for the voters to do 
but support candidates whose convictions are in ac- 
cord with their own, unless another ticket can be 
put into the field. That ought to be done.

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JUVENILE DELINQUENCY DECREASES. 

The report of the Juvenile Court for a five-year 
period is something in which St. Louis may well take 
pride. According to an analysis by Chief Probation 
Officer Jesse P. Smith there has been a steady de- 
crease in the number of delinquent boys and girls 
who passed through the court each year since 1925. 
Five years ago the number was 1219, while by last 
year it had fallen to 749, a decrease of almost one 
half.

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ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN LATIN AMERICA. 

Inasmuch as economic conditions are blamed for 
the political ferment in Latin America, it is interest- 
ing to know what those conditions are. It is com 
monly supposed that economic conditions are worst 
in England, Germany, Australia and New Zealand. 
The absence of severe political reaction in any of 
those countries reflects the temperament of the peo- 
ple. The Latin Americans are not worse off; they 
are only more emotional. 

Imports to the United States from South America 
for the six months ending June 1, 1929, were $666,- 
149,366; for the same period in 1930 they were $482,- 
378,463. Imports in the same period from Central 
America last year were $25,599,990, against $23,108,- 
151 this year. The following comparative table of 
imports is furnished by the Department of Com- 
merce: .

It may be seen from these figures that as the for- 
eign country principally affecting Latin America we 
are still doing business with her upon a considerable 
scale. It is, truly, a greatly diminished business. It 
is also one immensely damaged by the excessive 
Hawley-Smoot tariff rates. Nevertheless Latin Amer- 
ica still has a considerable market in the Unit- 
ed States for her products, and the United States 
is still selling great quantities of her manufactured 
goods in Latin America. In the philosophy of our 
own tariff makers what we took away from the 
Latin Americans we were giving to ourselves. The 
fallacy of this argument is illustrated by the con- 
dition in both spheres. The Latin Americans are boil- 
ing, and the people in our own country who were to 
be benefited by the new tariff are either out of work 
or money or both.

The nomination of “Sunny Jim” Rolph, perennial 
Mayor of San Francisco, for Governor by the Re- 
publicans over Gov. C. C. Young means things are 
looking up.in the State of Mooney and Billings and 
Miss Whitney.

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THE COVERED BRIDGE MYSTERY. 

Henry Ford’s interest in covered bridges, once com- 
mon along country roads, has provoked considerable 
discussion in New England as to why the fast-dis- 
appearing structure was built with its sheltering top. 
Responses to the question as raised by the New York 
World have produced all sorts of conflicting explana- 
tions. Some said the cover was to prevent’ snow from 
breaking the bridge down. Others said it protected 
the nuts and bolts. To provide shelter from storms 
and to offer lovers of a generation ago a darkened 
place for spooning were among the other theories, 
These the World dismisses on the ground that if 
they once were any good they still would be valid. 

Taking up the discussion, the Christian Science 
Monitor, not without some justification, points 
out that any investigation must consider the coun- 
try boy of the past whe knew many reasons. 
The cover over a bridge kept the dust dry so it was 
soft to bare feet. It kept out rain and preserved cir- 
cus posters, farm auction bills and poultry food pla- 
cards from one season to the next. It made a fine 
place to rest the horses. It was a favorite spot of 
swallows, It was even better than the haymow for 
playing on rainy days. Late in the afternoon its 
shadows reached far up the stream and made an in- 
viting retreat for fish. 

Still, it doesn’t seem likely that bridges would have 
been covered solely for the benefit of country boys. 
Bridge builders couldn’t have been that obliging. 
There had to be other reasons. The Middle West, 
particularly Missouri, Illinois and Wisconsin, like 
New England, had many covered bridges at one time.

Americans in Foreign Armies 


Military service of United States citizens for other flags long has troubled interna- 
tional relations; status of former British seamen the cause of the War of 1812: 
naturalization treaties have been concluded with nine European countries, -but 
France and Italy as yet have not entered into such an agreement.

international law has been a rather slow 

process, far slower than that of mu- 
nicipal law. The cause of its languid growth 
may be sought mainly in the cultural and 
economic differences between nations. But 
there has also been an obstruction in the 
special interest of individuals or groups 
who prefer the gamble of diplomacy and 
war to the certainty of law. Thus we still 
have today, in the relationship between na- 
tion and nation, a certain no-man’s-land 
known to American and English authors 
as Conflict of Laws and to Continental 
writers as Private International Law. 

One of the things which most often gives 
rise to controversies among nations is the 
question of nationality. As early ‘as 1792 
Mr. Jefferson, then Secretary of State, in- 
formed the British Government that it 
would be expedient “to form some arrange- 
ment for the protection of our seanien,” 
who were in need of such protection be- 
cause Great Britain claimed the right to 
impress into her navy British sailors found 
on the high seas on board the vessels of 
other nations, 

The ill-feeling aroused by this claim wag 
greatly intensified by the .coincident én- 
forcement of the rule of indelible alle- 
giance, under which a person who had for. 
merly been a.British subject, although he 
had acquired American citizenship, might 
still be recognized as a British seaman and 
impressed accordingly. The ensuing War 
of 1812, which was fought chiefly because 
of Great Britain’s continuance of this prac- 
tice, did not finally settle the controversy, 
since no mention was made of it in the 
treaty of peace. However, it seems to pos- 
sess at the present day only an historic in- 
terest.

In order to protect naturalized citizens 
traveling abroad, the United States has en. 
deavored to conclude with other countries 
treaties which define their status and ex- 
empt them from military service. Treaties 
of this nature, which are generally referred 
to as naturalization treaties, have been con- 
cluded with Austria, Belgium, Bulgaria, 
Denmark, Germany, Hungary, Norway, 
Portugal and Sweden. There are, however, 
a number of countries which thus far have 
not seen fit to enter into such agreements, 
Among them are France, Greece, Italy, Lat- 
via, Netherlands, Persia, Poland, Rumania, 
Russia, Spain, Switzerland, Turkey and 
Yugo-Slavia. 

The Department of State recently issued 
a “Notice to Bearers of Passports” warning 
naturalized American citizens of the sur- 
prises that may be in store for them upon 
visiting their old homes. In France, for in. 
stance, the Government, under Section 17 
of the Civil Code, “will not recognize the 
naturalization of a Frenchman abroad if 
he is still subject to the obligations of mili- 
tary service in the active army, unless such 
naturalization has been authorized by the 
French Government.” Furthermore, Amer- 
ican citizens of French origin who visit 
France and who, under the French mili- 
tary service law, may be considered as de- 
serters, will be dealt with accordingly. 

The Greek Government refuses to rec-

ognize a change of nationality on the part 
of a former Greek if it was made after Jan, 

15, 1914, and without the consent of 
the Greek Government. As a result, a 
Greek who has become an American citi- 
zen since that date, unless he has received 
pérmission from his former country to make 
the change, is liable to arrest and forced 
service in the Greek army or navy upon his 
return to Greece. 

Italy has of late made certain conces- 
sions to American citizens of Italian origin 
visiting Italy during times of peace. It re- 
mains to be seen, however, how the new 
law will work out in practice. How care- 
fully the Italian Government watches over 
her native sons may be gathered from the 
law which provides that “Italian citizen. 
ship is automatically reacquired after resi- 
dence of two years in Italy.” 

‘The Polish law provides that persons 
who are liable to military service may ac- 
quire foreign citizenship only by permis- 
sion of the Polish Government. If they do 
not get this permission they continue to be 
regarded as Polish citizens and remain lia- 
ble to military service and to punishment 
for violation of the military serviée law, 


Provisions similar to those’ cited above 
may be found also in the laws of Spain, 
Turkey, Yugo-Slavia, Rumania, Switzer- 
land and other countries, The official posi- 
tion of the United States in regard to all 
this has been declared by the Department 
of State to be as follows: “While this Gov- 
ernment objects to the punishment of natu- 
ralized Americans by fines, forced military 
service, or imprisonment for unperformed 
military service which accrued after the en. 
try of the naturalized citizen into the 
United States, it can give no assurance that 
any objections which it makes will result 
in a remission or release.” Meanwhile, Sec. 
tion 2000 of the Revised Statutes of the 
United States reads as follows: 

All naturalized citizens of the United 
States, while in foreign countries, are en- 
titled to and shall receive from the gov- 
ernment the same protection of persons 
and property which is accorded to native- 
born citizens,

may be forced to serve against his will in 
the army or navy of a foreign country may 
not be a pleasing one. But, the Government

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MUSICIANS AGAIN SEEK

Spokesman for Union Says He Is 
Willing to Meet Representatives 
of Movie Houses, 

The Musicians’ Union has re- 
newed efforts to reach an agree- 
ment with the Missouri and Ambas- 
sador Theaters and the St. Louis 
Amusement Co., on a new working 

contract for one year. 

Although the contract does not 
expire until next Friday, there 
have been no orchestras in any 
movie houses since Sept. 1, due to 
a dispute between the union and 
the St. Louis Theater, which re- 
fused a demand that its orchestra 
be increased from 12 to 20 men. 

The musicians <@-e willing to meet 
representatives of the St. Louis and 
Fox theaters, as well as_ the 
Skouras interests, a spokesman for 
the union said. The 46gmusicians 
at the Missouri and Ambassador, 
who have been receiving their pay, 
although they do not play, request- 
ed a wage increase of about $1 a 
day for next year. Under the pres- 
ent contract the wages are $87.70 
at the Ambassador for 49 hours a 
work a week, and $76.20 for 42 
hours weekly at the Missouri. 

The St. Louis Amusement Co. 
employs an orchestra of 15 men, 
receiving $48 a week each, at the 
Granada Theater, ‘and a similar 
traveling unit for its other theaters. 
The Fox and Skouras organiza- 
tions discontinued their orchestras 
in support of the position taken 
against the union by the St. Louis 
Theater.

PLANNING MEALS FOR 
THE FAMILY TABLE 


Careful Saturday — Marketing 
Necessary to Take Care 
of the Week-End, 


———— 


With Saturday making. every 
week a long week-end holiday in 
most communities, marketing will 
have to pe planned well in ad- 
vance. No one wants to spend a 


holiday in the kitchen, but meals 
have to be prepared and the ones 
planned for Sunday and Monday 
Should give considerable freedom 
from the stove and yet provide ap- 
petizing and attractive meals. One 
—either lunch or supper—on 
Saturday may be planned’ as a 
picnic meal, whether it is eaten 


on the home porch or lawn or in’ 


some favorite picnic spot. 


day’s dinner also. The cold meat 
is sliced, and reheated in a flavor- 
some gravy that utilizes leftover 
gravy from Sunday with currant 
jelly and catsup. 

Cook enough potatoes on Sun- 
day to make the puff for Monday 
night. It is made by mixing two 
cups mashed potatoes with two 
tablespoons melted butter, one- 
fourth cup milk, two egg yolks, salt 
and pepper to season and then 
folding in the stiffly beaten egg 
whites. Bake in a shallow, but- 
tered dish, sprinkling a _  IUttle 
grated cheese over the top. Cut 
in squares for serving. 

A commercial ice cream may be 
substituted for the frozen fruii 
salad if it is too much bother 
making it. Serve the toasted sponge 
cake just the same. Cut home 
made or baker’s sponge cake in 
strips, sprinkle lightly with salt 
and toast to a delicate brown. This 
takes only a minute as the sugar 
in the cake makes it brown very 
quickly. 

Sunday’s Dessert. 

Sunday's dessert is made by 
spreading a sheet of sponge cake 
with peach ice cream, rolling like 
a jelly roll and serving at once. 
Make the cake (for six servings) 
by beating three egg yolks with 
three tablespoons sugar until the 
mixture is very light and creamy. 
Then stir in three tablespoons flour 
sifted with one-half teaspoon bak- 
ing powder. When mixed, fold in 
the stiffly beaten whites of three 
eggs and spread in a large shallow 
baking pan. Bake eight minutes 


in a moderate oven. Invert to cool, | 


remove from the pan when cold 
and turn upside down. 

Spread a quart of slightly soft- 
ened peach ice cream in a thick 
layer over the cake, roll and cut in 
slices for serving. The cake may 
be made the day before it is to be 
used. 

Use canned or fresh crab flakes 
for the salad on Sunday night. 
mixing them with an equal amount 
of finely diced celery and mayon- 
naise to moisten. Garnish with 
segments of small firm tomatoes.

A good sponge cake recipe for 
birthday cake is as follows: 

Beat four egg yolks until very 
light colored. Whip in one cup 
sugar, beating until the mixture 
is creamy and well blended. Next 
stir in three tablespoons. cold 
water and one tablespoon lemon 
juice. Beat the whites of the eggs 
until stiff. Mix one and one-fourth 
cups cake flour with one-fourth 
teaspoon salt and one and one-half 
teaspoons baking powder.

When well 
mixed, fold in the stiffly beaten 
egg whites and pour into a very 
lightly buttered round cake pan 
about four inches deep and eight 
inches in diameter.

Rarest Stamp in World 
Costs Collector $32,500 |, 


HE world’s rarest stamp a 
T provanty one of the most valua- 
ble is owned by Arthur Hind of 


Utica, N. Y.. who paid $32,500 for 
it. 


It is the only known specimen of 
this stamp, a one-cent Issue of 
British Guiana, dated 1856. The 
stamp supply in British Guiana rap 
out that year, and with the aid of 
a local printer a temporary stamp, 
was designed and printed there. 
Sixty years later only one re- 
mained. It was bought by a Ger- 
man Count, whose valuable  col- 
lection was seized by the French 
during the war. Sale of that col- 
lection netted France $3,000,000 
and at that time Hind bought the 
Guiana stamp.

The Sick Bed 


O the person “flat on his back” 
because of iliness, his bed may 
be a rack of torture or a haven 
of comfort. 

The proper care and arrange- 
ment of the sick bed therefore 
may contribute much to the pa- 
tient’s comfort, and the longer the 
illness the more important the bed 
becomes. 

The sick person usually is best 
off in a single bed. It is easier 
to handle the patient in a bed not 
too wide, and it is easier to move 
the bed about from place to place, 

In making up the bed, thought 
should be given to the condition of 
the patient and to the probable 
services he will need. This is par- 
ticularly important in the nursing 
of infants and children, 

Where there is a risk of the mat- 
tress being soiled, it is advisable 
to place a rubber sheet over it. 
Oilcloth may be used where rub- 
ber sheeting is not available. This, 
as well as the rubber sheet, should 
be firmly fixed to the mattress to 
prevent shifting and wrinkling. 

The number of sheets and bian- 
kets that will be required for the 
comfort of the patient depends on 
the nature of the patient's disease 
and the season of the year. 

In general, no more covering 
should be placed on the ‘patient 
than is absolutely necessary to keep 
him warm and comfortable. The 
usual tendency is to over-heat the 
patient through too much cover- 
mm < 

The bed should be taken care of 
so that pillows, blankets, sheets 
and the mattress covers areé 
smooth, straight and comfortable. 

In keeping the bed in order, the 
patient should be bothered as _lit- 
tle as possible. It is possible, as 
any properly trained nurse can 
demonstrate in a jiffy, to remake 
a bed without turning the patient 
more than from 
other.
